The replies went from the Walker 
street offices to the broadcasting sta- 
tion at Rocky Point, L. I., across the 
Atlantic—3.500 miles by this route— 
te a receiving station at Wroughton, 
England, and thence by wire to Lon- 
don. 

Coincidence of these first public 
conversations with,the anniversary of 
the patenting of the first telephone 
was an accident, discovered ouly after 
arrangements had been made. | 

It only missed by days coinciding | 
with two other anniversaries in the 
history of the instrument. On March 
10, 18¢6, Alexander Graham Bell 
spoke into the telephone in his garret

Dr. George Elliott, of New York, 
editor of the Methodist Quarterly Re- 
view, also spoke Sunday afternoon, 
on “Prayer, a World Power.”
